1 . BOTH PAPERS CARRIED FULL TEXT OF GUARDIAN STATEMENT 
APOLOGIZING TO KAUNDA FOR A NOVEMBER 19,1975 ARTICLE. THAT 
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ARTICLE CLAIMED KAUNDA HAD, IN EXCHANGE FOR SUPPORTING AN 
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IAN SMITH/JOSHUA NKOMO RHODESIAN SETTLEMENT, AGREED TO ACCEPT 
A MASSIVE, INTEREST FREE LOAN FROM SOUTH AFRICA. STATEMENT NOTES 
THAT GUARDIAN PAID AN UNSPECIFIED SUM AS DAMAGES TO PRESIDENT KAUNDA 
WHICH HAS BEEN TURNED OVER TO A U.K. CHARITY. 

2. DAILY MAIL REPORTS SWAPO'S NOVEMBER 23 STATEMENT IN GENEVA 
THAT TURNHALLE TALKS CANNOT BE CONSIDERED REPRESENTATIVE OF 
THE WISHES OF THE NAMIBIAN PEOPLE. SOUTH AFRICA IS ATTEMPTING
